The bowler who has varicty

and swerve are, of course, two 
means of obtaining variety, 
provided they can be combined 
with speed or spin. 

Swerve comes under the head- 
Ing ‘of flight, but it Is generally; 
used by fast or’ medium paced 
bowlers. Pure flight—making a 
different trajectory for the ball-— 
Is used by the spin bowler. 


The medium-fast bowler can 
help. his swerve by taking 
advantage of any breeze that 
tnaay be about, For instance, if. it 
“is blowing from deep fine leg 
to mid-off the ball, if bowled into 
the wind, willtend to swing to-- 
wards the slips, If the breeze 
is coming from third: man to 
mid-on then the ball will tend 
to swing to fine leg. - : 


The best type of breeze, for the 
{ast bowler who sends down oul- 
swingers, is that which. blows 
from square Jeg to extra cover. 
He could. of course, usa breeze

the effort entailed in running up 
against the wind would 
necessarily curtail his speed and 
eventually limit the length of 
time he can bow! in one spell.
